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How to Pall Stumps,

Mr. T. A. Habbard, of Cuyahoga Co.
practices a very good and effective meth-
od of pulling stamps. FHe uses a lever,
25 or 39 feet long, 14 or 15 inches in di-
ameter at the but, and 6 inches at the
other end, and a chain with the links of
one and one-eighth or one and one-fourth
inch iron. Dig under one of the main
roots of the stump, pass the chain voder,
lash the stump and lever seourely togeth-
er. Attach a strong team,say 3 yoke of
oxen, and drive in a cirele. By this
means, the stamp will be wrenched from
the ground. Twenty to Bfty can be ta-
ken out by this method in a day, with
three men. No patent covers this
plan, and the stumps must come out, if
thelever chzinand oxen are strong enoagh.

Seizure of 6000 Worth of Jewelry---Ar-
rest of Three Men on Suspicion---A Mys-
tery to be Solved.

Betwecn eight and nine o'clock last
evening, officer Kellum, of the Fourth
Ward beard acry of “stop thiet! stop
thief!” in Chatbawm strect, and saw two
men, bareheaded,running down the street,
and when near the corver of Duane street
oue of them ram into a eclothing store,
when the officer rushed in and arrested
bim. The other man, who was the pur-
suer, now came up and charged the other
wan with robbing hiam of a lot of jewelry,
and the officer took both parties to the
Station Ilouse. The man who made the
charge said his name was Charles Henuve,
and that be was the keeper of the Con-
staptine Hotel, and that the other man,
Simoun Verpell, bad just robbed Lim.—
Captain Waterbury ordered Vernell to
be scarched, and on him was found nine
gold watches, a diamond brooch, and
bracelet, and two diamond pins, in all
worth about $2000, From the manner

to the fact that a few persons who owe the
bank, are buyiog them up at 10 to 15
cents on the dollar, to puy their liabilities
but as soon as this class of debts are paid,
the notes will be worth nothing; and that
the ouly rerource left to the noteholders
is the individual liability of the stoekhold-
ers apd directors, who are fully able and
respousible, and if the matter were push-
ed acoording to the provisions of the char-
ter, the notes would be worth dollar for
dollar; but this would involve protracted
and expensive litigation. It also adds
that it has heard that some of the note-
holders have resolved to proceed agaiost
them, There are $219,000 of the notes
outstanding, of which $19,000 may be ab-
sorbed in paying off old debts due the
bank.
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The Judiciary Committee of the Penn-
sylvania Legislature has reported to the
House a Personal Liberty bill, the pur-
pose of which is to nullify the Fugitive
Slave law, and to grant fugitives the
right of trial by Jury, It also prohibits
the use of the jails for the detention
of fagitives, and permits judges to re-

_ The countraes for farnishing live oak
timber, was given to Mr. W. C. N. Swift,
an old line Whig of New Bedford, Mass.,
be having paid to Mr. Pitt, Treasarer of
the Democratie State Committee of Penn-
sylvauia, 816,000, towards earrying the
State for Mr. Buchanan. Mr. Swift's
contract amounted to $282 940 ard final-
ly another contract of $166,700 was ad-
ded, making, as shown by the testimony
before the Committee, about 25,000
more than it would have eost the Govern-
meot if the contract had beén honestly
and properly made.
